The foremen have 
tlius far caught all the blame for InterterliiR 
with war production, but they have Been try- 
ing for two months to get tholr ease handled 
by the government, and only after they struck 
did they gel from the government the attcn- 
Uon they were entitled to In tlie flist place. 

Take the Big Stcc! case, now before a spc- 
cinl pane! of Lho war labor board. The case 
'was certified for hoard aclton over four 
months ago. 

Look at the strike records of tlie United 
'-Slates Steel corjioralloii alone for (he first 
four months of the year. It shows an anniz- 
Ing; total of 183 work stoppages on acroiint of 
labor disturbances hi 12! calendar days— more 
than one labor dl.sturbance every day! Total 
man-hours of productive labor lost by these 
dlstiirbancci was 51D,330, total steel tonnage 
production lost was 223,622. This Is a greater 
number of work stoppagcfi than the corpora- 
tion had for the full years of either 1043 or 
1043. Causes of the stoppages since Jan. 1 
■were 60 disputes over wages, live over honr.s, 
81 over worklnR conditions and 13 over ml.';- 
cellaneous grievances. 

Thot record Is bad unionism and Irrespon- 
alblo unionism and there Isn't anything else 
you can caU It. Mtwiagement can't do its Job 
If every day somebody has to stop a strike. 

Tlic goal In all this turmoii, whether caused 
by bad government, bad management or bad 
labor, Is the long-suffering public interest.
